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‘Hams Still Active in Guatemala Earthquake Relief

Just a year ago this month a 
severe earthquake shook 
Guatemala leaving 23,000 dead 
and a million homeless. All 
ordinary communications were 
disrupted and amateur radio 
became the major and in many 
cases, the only link with the 
outsdie world. Amateur 
operators all over the world 
pitched in and logged hundreds 


of hours providing invaluable ~ 


emergency communications, 


contacting friends and relatives 


of the quake victims, and chan- 
neling relief supplies. 

There are still quite a few 
hams from the states in 
Guatemala helping to rebuild 
and providing communications 
from remote areas. According 
to Jerry Miller WB4MYN/Port- 
able TG4 there is a good ham 
spirit happening there. There is 


local traffic handling on 75 | 


meters and 2 meters FM, witha 
repeater in operation, and 
stateside relief traffic and 
phone patches are run every 
day on the 15 and 20 meter 
bands. 

Jerry is a volunteer worker 
for PLENTY, a relief organi- 
zation based on The Farm, a 
religious community of 1,000 


. . folks in Tennessee. He and the 


PLENTY group are busy 
building clinics, schools and 
houses in the volcano country 
‘surrounding Chimaltenango. 
They also operate a medical lab 
and ambulance and are training 
the local Indians to operate and 


maintain the equipment 
themselves. Jerry is the elec- 
trician and communications 


man for the group. His pet 
porject is setting up a medical 
radio communications network 
linking the remote areas with 
the various aldeas (villages) and 
clinics in the area. He also runs 
relief traffic on The PLENTY 
Net every afternoon, and often 
provides a link for medical 
communications between the 
medical crew there and the 
medical crew at their home 
base clinic on The Farm in 
Tennessee. 

Jerry says about 90% of the 
people there have some form of 
a roof over their heads now but 
still need home improvements, 
like wood floors instead of dirt 
to help cut down on the heavy 
worm and parasite infections. 
Plumbing and sanitation are 
almost non-existent for 2/3 of 
the pcpulation. Most of the 
people hardest hit by the quake 


were very poor to begin with, | 


suffering one of the highest

infant mortality rates in the 


world, a by-product of their 
standard of living. Help is still 
needed in the form of dry high 
protein foods, blankets, 
medicine, communication 
equipment, generators, vehicles 
and hand tools. 

Albert Houston, WB4BWR, 


is leaving soon for a month in 


Guatemala to help Jerry set up 
an F.M. broadcast station for 
the Indians around Lake 
Atitlan, and is taking with him 
communication equipment 
including ambulance and VHF 
FM radios, and one of the first 
slow-scan monitors ever built, 
which was donated by Cop- 
thorne McDonald, VEIBFL, 
the inventor of SSTV. So two 
way SSTV with Guatemala will 
be happening soon! Look for

Small specialty items of a technical 
nature are solicited for the newsletter. 

AFA4VB, Lawson Young, presented a 
talk on linking VHF repeaters with a map 
showing the locations of all the repeaters 
now on in the State of Florida, and where 
we needed additional ones to make 
covering our long State a reality. 

John Lenkerd, AFW4DNU, as 
assistant SMD spoke about trying to 
establish contact with VHF stations 
without the use of repeaters. 

Andy Galoupe, AFW4WRQ,  ex- 
plained why so many stations wanting to 
get on TRANSCON are turned down or 
disappointed when they do get on. A 
multi-frequency capability is necessary 
to be an effective TTCON agent, as the 
NCS will shuttle many stations to other 
freqs to keep the calling freq as clear as 
possible. 

AFA4YY noted there is a training net 
starting on the Ft. Lauderdale rptr 
shortly, and Aubrey asked that it be

FCC NEWS 

FCC continues to crack down 
on the HFers, and is in the 
of lifting the CB 
licenses of 21 members of HF 
International for operating on 
frequencies not assigned to the 
CB service. All were also cited 
for participating “in an 
organized scheme to operate 
radio transmitting apparatus 
illegally and avoid detection by 
identifying with ‘HF’ numbers in 
lieu of their assigned callsigns.” 
Hopefully, the Commission can 
make the latter charges stick 
and sock those involved — most 
but not all from the West Coast 
— with something more sub- 
stantial than the usual $100 
monetary forfeiture. 

FCC’s Waiver permitting 
Amateur TV repeaters on non- 
repeater portions of 420-450 
MHz and AMSAT’s STA for 
ASCII use on OSCAR both 
expire the end of February. 
However, it’s considered likely 
both will be extended until 
some decision is made on 
Docket 20777, the bandwidth 
docket (HR Report 90, 92, 103) 
still sometime off.

By 1923 he was 
Radio Inspector in charge of the 3rd 
District with the call 3DF, then called to 
Wash. D.C. by W. D. Terrel as Ass’t. 
Chief of the Radio Intelligence Div. of 
the Federal Radio Commission. Later 
George became Chief Engineer of what 
haa then become the FCC. In 1948 he 
was elected Pres. of the O.0.T.C. His 
YF, Margaret was formerly THE well- 
known London actress Margaret Farray. 
They still live at Peaks Island but spend 
their Winters in Sarasota. —Reported by 
Bill Soehl, W4GHR.
